And I will alſo form from my ma- 
gick Egg Shell a new Earth, and alſo a Peo- 
ple to dwell thereon, but not ſuch a People

57 For as my World, which I ſhall form

ND it came to paſs that the Rulers 
and Governors, and a Multitude of 

the Got hamites believed in the Magician or 
Conjurer. 
2 And they communed amongſt them- 
ſelves ſaying; ED 

3 This Conjurer we have neither heard of 
from Moſes or the Prophets, nor have we 
read of him otherwiſe than by his Epiſtle 
unto us; therefore how can theſe Things 
be that he writeth, yet they faid amongſt 
themſelves all Miracles may not be ceaſed, 
but ſome doth ſay he hath a Devil. i 

4 Therefore we will go unto the Temple 
of Janus as he hath appointed unto us in 
his Epiſtle. 3 

5 And we will make unto him or his 
Diſciples our Offerings as he hath ſaid we 
ſhould do. 125 795 

6 So the Rulers and Governors when the 
Hour draws near, aſſembled themſelves, and 
| went,

went unto the Temple, and a gteat Multi- 
tude of Gothamites went there alſo. - 
And all that went into the Temple 
made their Offerings, ſome of one, ſome of 
two, and ſome of three Talents of Silver. 

8 Now in thoſe Days a Talent of Silver 
was but half an Ounce Weight, or there- 
abouts. | | : 

9 And when they were all ſeated in their 
proper Places in the Temple of Janus, and 
had tarried there ſome time, and it was il- 
luminated, there became Murmuring and 
a Diſturbance amongſt the Gothamites. = 

10 The Reaſon of which was that the 
Magician or Conjurer did not make his Ap- 
pearance as was expected by the Gothamites. 

11 And at length one threw a lighted 
Taper on the Floor of the Temple, which 
occaſioned ſome Confuſion amongſt the Go 
thamites, © | 

12 Andit increaſed, and they began to 
think that they were inchanted by the Con- 
jurer. | 

13 And they begun to ſuſpect that the 
Magician or Conjurer was an Impoſter, be- 
cauſe he was not viſibly to be ſeen as he had 
appointed by his Epiſtle unto them. 

14 And immediately enſued a great 
Uproar amongſt them, and they begun to 
depart but not in Peace. 

15 For the Rulers, Governors, and the 
Gothamites were in ſuch Confuſion that ſome 
ES of

n 
of them had inviſibly loſt their Hats, Pe- 
rukes, Swords, and Cloaks, &c. 

16 And it ĩs alſo ſaid, that the Magician 
or Conjurer, touched with his magick rod, 
the Weapon of Defence belonging to a great 
Ruler and Governor, and it was inviſibl 
conjured from him impercieveably, 

17 Andit is rumoured about that if it is 
returned again, it will be inveſted with a 
magick Power, ſo as to be both inviſible 
and invincible. 

18 By which means. that Governor or 
Ruler, ſhall always be victorious, and ſhall 
perform greater Feats with it than did allthe 

ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom, | 

19 Moreover it came to paſs, that the 
Diſciples of the Magician vaniſh'd alſo with 
the Talents of Silver, and was ſeen no 

more, 1 

20 Then there remained a great Multi- 
tude, and they ſaid amongſt themſelves. 
22 Since the Magician and Conjurer hath 
deceived us in this manner, let us burn the 
Temple of Janus down unto the ground. 

22 But others, who were not for deſtroy- 
ing the Temple, ſaid no, let us burn the 
Images and Idols, with all the Pictures and 
Ornaments thereunto belonging, but let us 
not deſtroy the Temple itſelf by fire, leaſt 
we do hurt unto the innocent and they ſuf- 
fer thereby, | 

23 So they agreed amongſt themſelves to 

| demoliſh 


(rs) | 
- demoliſh the infide of the Temple of 
Janus. | 

24 And accordingly they took the Idols 
and the Images thereof, with all the Orna- 
ments thereunto belonging and burned 
them. 

25 Then came a Band of Soldiers to pre- 
vent the Gothamites from doing any more 
harm unto the Temple. 

26 And when they had done all theſe 
Things they departed, and went each unto 
his own home.
